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LAKE BOAT CRASH IN FOG TAKES 20 LIVES 


“SENATOR” IN 
COLLISION WITH 
THE “MARQUETTE” 


REPORT THAT ONLY 8 OF “SENA- 
TOR’S” CREW OF 26 MEN 
W ERE SAVED 


MARQUETTE, BADLY DAMAGED, 
LIMPING TO PORT W ASHING­ 
TON UNDER POW ER 
P o rt W ashington, Wis., Oct. 31—(FP) 
—The steam er Senator sank 20 miles 
off shore here today after a collision 
in a fog with the steam er Marquette, 
radio messages from the latter ship 
said. 
The messages said th a t only three 
of the Senator’s crew of 26 had been 
saved. 
The Marquette, although dam 
aged, was headed tow ard this port 
under its own power. 
The collision occurred 20 miles east 
of P ort Washington, which is half 
w ay between Milwaukee and Sheboy 
gan. 
A Sheyboygan tug, which stood by 
after the collision, is believed to have 
rescued m any and 
presum ably 
the 
M arquette aided, as messages 
indi 
cated it was not badly damaged. 
Both boats belonged to the Cleve 
land Cliff Line. 
The Milwaukee coast 
guard 
and 
commercial 
tugs 
from 
here 
were 
speeding toward the spot where the 
Senator sank to look for other sur 
vivors who may be bobbing in the 
waves in life belts. 
Lake Michigan 
w as running high again today with a 
40-mile gale predicted tonight and to 
morrow. 
F irst news of the 
collision 
came 
when the M arquette sent out an SOS 
shortly before noon which 
was 
re 
ceived at several 
points 
along 
the 
west shore. 
The messages carried no 
details of the crash, other than to say 
it occurred in the heavy fog th a t has 
blanketed the lake for two days. 
The steam er J. J. Sullivan, which 
received 
the 
pjessage 
saying 
only 
three survivors had been picked up 
was 60 miles from the scene when the 
SOS came through. 
The Sullivan’s captain radioed back 
asking if the M arquette was in any 
danger and received a reply th a t “the 
captain says no im m ediate danger. 
“Our forepeak filled, but beginning 
to roll slightly; loaded with iron ore 
ship and fishing tug standing by; have 
picked up two of Senator’s crew.” 
“W hether the tug and ship standing 
by in the mountainous waves had been 
able to rsecue any more m em bers of 
the Senator’s crew was problematical 
L ater radio messages from the M ar­ 
quette said the three picked up were 
R alph Ellis, radio operator; Leonard 
Boass, w atchm an; and William 
Fit 
beck. 
A third message at 12:05 P. M. said 
the M arquette was nearing P o rt W ash­ 
ington in bad condition but expected 
to make the harbor.

“SENATE HAS HAD T A R IFF BT1.L

W ashington, Oct. 31.—<U.R> — Presi 
dent Hoover issued a form al state 
m ent today declaring he had urged 
republican leaders in the senate to get 
together in an attem pt to pass the 
tariff bill within two weeks. 
The text of the W hite House state 
m ent follows: 
“The president was visited yester 
day by a num ber of senators, all of 
whom called at their own suggestions 
and presented to him the grave situa 
tion th at has arisen by delays in 
tariff legislation. 
They called atten 
tion to the fact that the senate has 
had the tariff bill since June, with 15 
schedules to work out and has not yet 
completed schedule one. It. was point 
ed out th a t a large am ount of im 
p o rtan t legislation m ust 
be 
under 
taken at the regular session which 
would be prevented by carrying the 
debate into the next session. 
“Some of the senators 
considered 
progress hopeless as it appeared 
to 
them th at the coalition intended to 
delay or defeat legislation, or did not 
intend to give adequate protection to 
industry. 
Others felt th a t some mis­ 
u nderstanding should be 
attem pted 
am ong senate leaders by which the 
bill could be sent into conference with 
the house a t an early date. 
“The president said, as he has uni­ 
form ly stated his position, th a t cam ­ 
paign promises should be carried out, 
by which adequate protection should 
bo given agriculture and to the indus­ 
tries where the changes in economic 
situation dem and their assistance. He 
stated th at he could not believe, and, 
therefore, would not adm it th a t the 
United States senate was unable to 
legislate and th a t the interests of the 
country 
requiring 
th a t 
legislation 
should be completed during the spe­ 
cial session. 
The president has declined to in­ 
terfere or to express any opinion on 
the details of rates or any com pro­ 
mise thereof, as it is obvious that, for 
no other reason, he could not pretend 
to have the necessary inform ation in 
respect to m any thousands of differ­ 
ent commodities which 
such 
deter­ 
mination requires, but he pointed out 
th a t the wide differences of opinion 
and the length of the discussions in 
the senate were 
themselves 
ample 
dem onstration of the desirability of a 
real exible clause in order th a t injus­ 
tice in rates could be prom ptly cor­ 
rected by scientific and im partial in­ 
vestigation and put into action w ith­ 
out such delays as the present discus­ 
sions give proof.

CATCH UP ON SLEEP LOST 
IN THE RUSH

N ew York, Oct. SI.—After running 
at breakneck speed for the last week, 
the 
wheels 
of 
America’s financial 
world remained motionless this morn­ 
ing while weary clerks and brokers 
made up for some of the sleep they 
had lost during the rush of liquida­ 
tion which ended yesterday. 
There was a distinctly better feel­ 
ing throughout the financial district 
as preparations were made for open­ 
ing the stock exchange for trading at 
noon. Elimination of the morning ses­ 
sion today will be followed by closing 
of the exchange both tomorrow and 
Saturday. 
After the hectic trading of Monday 
and Tuesday, the market 
recovered 
its poise and stability yesterday and 
active shares advanced as much as 86 
points. 
The healthy urge of investors 
to buy at attractive price levels, tbs 
knowledge that the Rockefellers con­ 
sidered the recent violent declines as 
unwarranted, and indications that the 
public still had money to Invest des­ 
pite the thorough 
cleaning 
out of 
m any small and 
large 
speculators, 
combined to create confidence. 
W ith the recovery cam e a realisa­ 
tion that stock market workers had 
been laboring under a terrific strain. 
Many of them had not shaved for 
three days. 
They could 
get

snatches of sleep and their only nour­ 
ishm ent was sandwiches and coffs#.

Police officers, spurred on by heated 
sentim ent of public spirited citizens of 
this city concentrated their efforts to­ 
day to the arrest of the vandals who 
under cover of darkness stole the 
bronze tablet on the granite m onu­ 
ment in G regory Park, dedicated to 
the city of Brainerd on Jun e 4, 1927 
by the D aughters of the America#! 
Revolution. 
Under orders of M ayor Fran k E. 
Little who has offered his personal 
check of SIO for reward for inform a­ 
tion leading to the arrest and convic­ 
tion of the sneak thieves, Chief of 
Police Thom as J. Templeton is con­ 
ducting a thorough investigation and 
has instructed police officers to njake 
every effort to bring the guilty party 
or parties to court. 
The P ark Board m embers who point 
with pride to Gregory Park and honor 
the stone and m arker as a token of 
public sp iritle ss of The Lake Superior 
Puget Sound Land Com pany who do­ 
nated the land to the city on Septem ­ 
ber 4, 1871 for park purposes have 
offered an additional reward of $10. 
The theft of the m arker w as termed 
by officers of the Sam uel Huntington 
Chapter of the D. A. R. here as “out­ 
rageous,” “a black eye to the city of 
Brainerd,” "the work of B olshevists.' 
The theft of the m arker w as dis­ 
covered first by Charles D. M cKay al 
noon 
today. 
Mrs. M cK ay reported 
that she noticed the m arker in place 
yesterday afternoon, leaving the con­ 
clusion that the m arker was stolen 
last night. 
The monument w as dedicated bv the 
D. A. R. on F lag Day, Ju n e 14 at 
patriotic services. Tile monument w as 
accepted in the nam e of the city by 
Mayor Fran k E. Little. 
Mrs. M. A. Bronson, regent of the 
D. A. R. told the Dispatch this after­ 
noon that the m arker was valued at
